s * I think this is due in good measure to lack 
of unbiased information as to what those 
described as black national&sts really stand 
for. I think this lack of accurate information 
is the product of a delibératé policy té 
distort and misrepresent by the general news 
media. I think, for example, that one of the 
most misrepresented in the line of public 
figures in this country today is MALCOLM X, 
leader of the Muslim Mosque and Chairman of the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity. Because 
I feel that his views have been so badly 
distorted, -I have invited MALCOLM X to be my 
guest on this program to ask him some questions 
‘ to gather what he really believes. Minister 
MALCOLM, it is just a year since you have been 
associated with ELIJAH MUHAMMAD and his Nation 
of Islam. Have your views changed since then? 
If so, could you indicate in what way they 
have changed? | 


MALCOLM X No, my mind, I have been travelling, and my 
scope has broadened. For one thing, I believe 
~ in the religion of Islam, which automatically 
teaches us the brotherhood of man, whereas 
as a follower of BLIJAH MUHAMMAD, I said that I 
believed in the religion of Islam, but his 
teaching or version of it was not based upon 
the brotherhood of man. It was against people 
just on the basis of their color, but my 
beliefs now are 100 per cent against racism 
and against segregation of any form and I also 
believe that in the religion of Islam, as I. 
now understand it, that we don't judge a person 
: eve vaee by the color of his sin, but rather by his hehevior,

Let me ask you: a question about a problem 
that disturbs many white supporters at 
least of the Freedom Now Movement. Why do 
you reject the concept of non-violence? 


Well, we think when one violence is taught: 

' to the Klu Klux Klan or the White Citizens 
Council, or those other elements that are ~ 
inflicting extreme brutality against blacks 
in this country, then we would accept it. 
If we are dealing with a non-violent enemy, 
then we~ would be non-violent too. ~- But as 
long as our people in this country have to 
face the continued acts of brutality on the 
part of the racist element in the North, as 
well as in the South, then I don't think that 
we should be called upon to be non-violent. 
When they get non-violent, then we'll get 
non-violent. 


A week or so ago Police Commissioner MURPHY . 
asserted that the recent warnings of danger 

of a new outbreak in Harlem could only 
“provime the fuel for such an outbreak. Now I 
know that you are one of those who recently 
made such a warning. What would you say about 
what MURPHY had to say? 


Well, Police Commissioner MURPHY's attitude . 

is one of the things responsible for much of the 
ill feeling among the racists, especially in 

the black community as Harlem, Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
and other places. When he says, when he warns 
against anyone mentioning that there is a great 
ceohance for continued advance this summer, what 
he is doing is trying to stick his read in the 
sand. His attitude is the same as the American 
attitude toward the existence of China. The 
general American attitude is that Americans 

are supposed to pretend that 700,000,000 Chinese 
do not exist and that a little island off-the 
coast ot Cnina is Cnina. Well now, Commissioner 
MURPHY has the same attitude toward the 
cconditions that exist in the black community. 
These conditions are so exposive that it is 
impossible for them to continue to exist and not

be volent explosions. Instead of -Police 
Commissioner MURPHY involving himself in 
some kind of work that will eliminate the 
causes of these explosions, he wants to 
condemn the people who are pointing toward. 
the continued existence of these explosions 
and who at the same time are warning that 
tr continued existence of the causes are 
goingtto create the expbsions. So, I think 
that the. Police Commissioner reflects 
probably the best example of an imbecile. 
I hate to use this kind of word on your progran, 
but he actually has a very imbecillic approach 
to the problems that exist in the black community 
and his continued mouthing of this type will 
do nothing to better the conditions rather, 
it makes the condition worse. 


One question that I wondered about. In several 
of your lectures, you stressed the idea that the 
struggle of your people is for human rights 
rather than for civil rights. Could you explain 
a bit what you mean by that? 


Yes. Civil rights actually keeps the struggle 
within the domestic confines of America. It 
keeps it under the jurisdiction of the American 
Government which means that a& long as our 
struggle for what we are thinking is labeled 
civil rights, we can only go to Washington, DC 
and then we rely upon either the Supreme Court, 
the President, or the Congress, or the Senato#s. 
These Senators, many of them are racists. Many 
of the Congressmen are racists. Many of the 
Judges are racists, and sometimes the President 
himself is a shrewdly camouflaged racist. 

So, we can't really get meaningful redress for 
our grievances as we are depending upon these 
grievances being redressed just within the 


- See ediction of the Imited States Government 
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On the: other hand, human rights goes beyond 

the jurisdiction of this Government. Human 

rights are international. Human rights are 
something that a man has by right of his having 
been born, and the labeling of our struggle in this 
country under the title of civil rights during the 
past 12 years has actually made it impossible for 
us to get outside heip. Many foreign nations, 
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many of our brothers and sisters on the 

African continent, who have gotten their 
independence, have refrained from becoming 
vocally or actively involved in our strugge 

for fear that they would be violating United 
States protocol, that they would be accused 

of getting involved in America's domestic 
affairs. On the other hand, when we label 

our struggle human rights, this inter- 
nationalizes the problem-and puts it at a level 
that makes it possible for any nation or any 
people anywhere on this earth to speak out 

on behalf of our human rights struggle. 

So, we feel that by calling it civil rights 

for the past l2 years, we've actually been 
barking up the wrong tree, that ours is a 
problem of human rights, plus, if we have 

our human rights, our civil rights are 
automatic. If we're respected as a human 

being, we'il be respected as a citizen and in 
this country, the black man not only is not 
respected as a citizen, he is not even respected. 
as a human being, and the proof of which you 
find in many instances, people camecome to 

this country from other countries. They can 
come to this country from behind the Iron 
Curtain and despite the fact they come here 

from these other places, they don't have to 

have civil rights legislation to be passed 

in order for their rights to be safeguarded. 

No new legislation is necessary for foreigners, 
who come here. They have their rights 
safeguarded. The Constitution is sufficient. 
But when it comes to the black man, who was 

born here, whenever we are asking for our rights, 
they tell us new législation is necessary. well, 
we don't believe that. The Organization of 
Afro-American Unity feels that as long as our. 
people in this country confine their struggle 


within;the limitations and under the jurisdiction_ _ 
of the United States Government, we remain 


within the confines of the vicious system which 
has done nothing but exploit and @press us 

ever since we have been here. So, we feel that 
our only real hove is to make known to the 
wortd that our problem is not a Negro proplem 
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or an American problem, but rather it has 
become a human problem, a world problem, and 
it has to be attacked at the world level. 

At the level at which all segments of humanity 
can intervene on our behalf. 


Now,.-inzithe recent debate on the Congo in 

the United Nations, a number of spokesmen for 
the African nations condemned Ur“*sed States 
intervention in the Congo and they likened 

the rule of the United States in the Congo to 
the treatment of the black people in: Mississippi. 
One reporter, at least, I believe for the"New 
York Times; said that you were in large measure 
responsible for the African delegates taking 
this stance. 


Well, I have never voiced responsibility or 

credit for the stance taken by the African 
nations. The African nations are today 
represented _by intelligent statesmen and it 

is only d*‘time wheme they would see that they 
would have to intervene in behalf of the 
22,000,000 black Americans who are their 

brothers and sisters, and this is a good 

example that our problem must be internationalized. 
Now that the African statesmen are speaking out 
and linking the problem of racism in Mississippi 
with the problem of racism that's in the Congo, 
also the problem of racism in South Viet Nan. 

It is all racism. It is all part of the vicious 
system that the Western powers have used to continue 
to degrade and exploit and oppress the people 

in Africarand Asia and Latin America for centuries 
and as these people in these different areas 
begin to see that the problem is the same problem 
and the 22,000,000 black Americans also see that 
our problem is the same problem as those that are 
being oppressed in South Viet Nam, in the Congo, 
aud in Latin MmuGVaca, Caen tue Oppresseu pEevpie 

of this earth make up a majority,. not a minority, 
and we approach a solution to our problem then 


as a majority that can demand not as a minority 
that has to beg. 
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Now I noticed that you mentioned the 
problem of Wet Nam. Generally you are | 
associated with concerning yourself with. - 
the problems of black people. How do 

you see the problem of U.S. intervention 
in Viet Nam as related to the problem os. 
your people. 


It ist problem in which the United States 

can come up with so many alibis not to get 
involved in Mississippi and at the same time 
get involved in the Congo and involved in 

Asia and South Viet Nam. Why that right 

there should show our people in this country 
that the Government which is incapable of 
exercising the type of action necessary to 
solve the problem of black people in this 
country, but at the game time, she has her 
nose stuck into the problems of others 
everywhere else. Plus, we see where the 
problem in South Viet Nam is the problem of 
the oppressed and the oppressor. The 

problem in the Congo is the problem of the 
oppressed and the oppressor. The problem 

in Mississippi and Alabama and New York is 

the problem of the oppressed and the oppressor. 
The oppressed people all over the world have 
the same problem and it is only now that they 
are becoming sufficiently sophisticated to seé 
that all they need to do to get the oppressor 
off their backg is to unite and realize that 
it is one problem, that our problems are 
inseperable and tnen our action will be 
inseperable. Our action will be an action of 
unity and the unity of the oppressed people 

is actually the strength and the best ae 
of the oppressed people. 


- To get back to Harlem, I noticed that a group 


of Harlemites, who had been without heat and 
hot water for over a week, went down to 
City Hall and sat down in the: Mayor's Office. 
Two days later, I read that the Housing 
Commissioner had decided that the city would 
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make mepairs on buildings that required it and 
bill the landlord for it, and he made it known, 
I had never known it before, that a law has 
been on .the books for many years permitting 
the city to do this. .They had done it a few 
times during the depression, but has never used 
it since. Now it seems to me that this action 
by these Harlem tenants brought this about. 
Daoeyou think that more effective gains can be 
made through this kind of at 
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MALCOLM X Yes. Whenever our people are willing tO | 

take any kind of action necessary to get 
results, it will get results. They will never 
get results as long as they play according 
to the ground rules that have been laid down 
by the power structure downtown. It takes 
action to get some action, and this is what 
our people have to realize. We have to 
organize and become involved in well coordinated 

~ action, which will involve any means necessary 
in order to bring about complete elimination 
of conditions that exist that are actually 
criminal, not only unjust,iialegal, but they 
are criminal. 


HARRY RING Well, we have time for g¢gne more brief question. 
You've said that your attitude on many questions 
has changed in the past. How about your 

ae attitude toward the various established civil 
rights organizations? 


MALCOLM X I am for whatever gets results. I don't go::: 
for any organization, be it civil rights or 
any other kind that has to compromise with the 
power structure and has to rely upon certain 
elements in the power structure for its 
financing, which makes them automatically 
become in a position to be influenced and 
controlled all over again by the power structure . 

~ deseil. I am for anytning that taey are 
- involved in as long as it gets meaningful results 

for the benefit of the masses of our people, but not 
for the benefit of a few handpicked Negroes at 
the top, who get prestige and credit and all 
that, while tne masses' problem remains unsalved.
